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Advisory Drafts 
Solid Plans For Fall

This fall’s new school year will 
bring forth a variety of changes for 
Oyster River, according to the Advi- 
sory Council. The changes will range 
from job-shadowing to block sched- 
uling, homeroom advisory, and school 
senate. Everyone's main question is: 
How will we, as students, benefit 
from these changes? OR students had 
their own opinions. 

One of the two most popular ideas 
is student government. In a survey 
taken by one hundred students from 
each grade, 55% are in favor, while 
22% are not. In an informal survey of 
ten students, nine agreed that student 
government would be a good idea. 
They stated that the government 


would propose more “student in- 
volvement” and w more input as to 
how the school isrun.”The one nega- 
tive comment was reasoned in say? 
ing:” it’s not worth the time and ef- 
fort, because if the administration 
doesn't approve we won’t get it [the 
appointed proposal] anyway.” 

The second most popular idea was 
block scheduling. The formal survey 
revealed that 5 1 % of the students ap- 
proved, and 18% did not. This time 
the ten students interviewed came to 
50% in favor, and the other 50% not 
in favor. Those opposed complained 
that the two-hour long classes could 
become “ boring” and “too compli- 
cated.” On the other hand, block 
scheduling could be a good idea be-

Mention that you are from Oyster River to anyone who knows New Hampshire public schools — a 
current or post-grad student, a parent, a teacher, a regional college admissions officer — and you often 
get this response: “ Oyster River, eh? That’s a good school. Best in the state, isn’t that right?”' The 
administration, school board, and outside community pride themselves in our reputation. Las t year, we 
made it into Redbook magazine as one of the top high schools in the country, an honor determined by 
many factors including SAT scores, grades, extra-curricular involvement, and teacher dedication. But 
what does all of this mean for the individual student? 

Oyster River, it has been said, is a very good school for those students who are intensely academically 
motivated and have the intrinsic scholarly talent to fuel that motivation. Students of all levels can choose 
from a variety of challenging and interesting classes within the curriculum, and can assume that dedi- 
cated faculty support is merely a standard part of the package. And while we house no comprehensive 
vocational education facilities ourselves, an extensive network between schools provides many opportu- 
nities for students considering post-graduate training other than college. But problems lie not within the 
services offered by the school , but rather with the kind of emotional support and encouragement given to 
“ alternative students ” — those not planning on attending a college ranked in U.S. News as one of the 
nation ’s top twenty five. 

About thirty percent of this year ’s graduating class will be doing something other than college next year. 
Some students can ’t yet afford the astronomical costs of continuing their education. Others want to test 
the waters of The Real World and find out more about themselves before obtaining more formal training. 
Some will never go to college at all, and will learn instead from the realities of life. All should be seen as 
taking respectable, legitimate paths. 

Things here at Oyster River seem to be improving. The Advisory Council has gone from staple MOR 
article update material to a body working with students, faculty, and the community to create tangible, 
exciting changes. Voices are being heard and people are taking action. Let us not forget, in the positive 
juror of extended homeroom periods and late-night school -community meetings, the things that truly 
make a school great: individualized education that is successful because it lets everyone find their own, 
customized success. 

Good luck to all fellow classmates, may you find happiness in whatever future you find vour selves 
living.

There was a time when America was 
the land of milk and honey. From the 
‘booming” fifties through the “go-go” 
eighties, high paying jobs were plenti- 
ful for both blue and white collar work- 
ers. American manufacturing seemed 
capable of producing as many “good” 
jobs as the country demanded. If some 
people among the urban and rural p<xir 
were left out or behind, no one objected 
to providing a “safety net” with wel- 
fare. 

Today manufacturing jobs are disap- 
pearing as businesses move their pro- 
duction facilities to foreign countries 
where cheap labor provides higher 
profits. There are three million fewer 
manufacturing jobs than there were 16 
years ago. 


Yesterday's $15.00 an hour factory 
job has been exchanged for a $4.50 an 
hour “Mac job.”

Truth Behind DWI at O.R.

Despite the hard work of S.A.D.D., 
long assemblies, and lectures from 
guest speakers a recent survey shows 
that 57% of the students at O.R. have 
drunk and then driven, sometimes, or 
often. Are these teenagers joking or 
is this an accurate reflection of the 
drunk driving problem at Oyster River 
High School? 

After four years of observation I feel 
that my peers are indeed joking. There 
are approximately six hundred stu- 
dents currently attending Oyster River 
which means that if the survey is cor- 
rect then over three hundred of them 
drive under the influence. If that is the 
case Oyster River High School should 
be for recovering alcoholics, not for 
educating teenagers. 

From having been there and speak- 
ing from personal experience I have 
seen maybe ten isolated instances 
when teenagers have left a party too 
intoxicated to be safely driving on the 
road. And when these same students 
were asked to rate the drunk driving 
problem at O.R. 62% said it was mild. 
If 57% of the Oyster River students 
drive under the influence, often, that 
is certainly more than a mild problem. 
Although these are shocking statistics 
I believe they have been doctored to 
rise a response from the many people 
who will be reading this commentary. 

These students were also asked how 
many people they knew that drive 
under the influence and 68% of them 
answered lots. Either the students 
surveyed had the same people in mind 


when they answered this question or 
they interpreted it as including others 
from outside the high school. 

Although the students that answered 
this survey gave it little more than a 
lackadaisical effort, there is evidence 
however that they give the issue of 
drunk driving the attention that it de- 
serves. When asked why they mainly 
avoid D.W.I., 82% answered, “con- 
cern for harming myself and others.” 

So what is the real drunk driving 
problem like here at Oyster River? I 
believe it is not as serious as most 
people have inflated it to be, not is it 
serious enough to place a wrecked car 
on the lawn of our high school the 
night prior to the senior prom as a re- 
minder. I'm not saying that there is 
never a case of a student from our 
school driving while impaired by al- 
cohol, however the rest of the teen- 
agers from our school should not be 
judged from the actions of the igno- 
rant few.
